The great aim was to separate

back to the coast, and then roll up th 
British army in crushing defeat. Th 
city of Amiens was 
the gatewa; 


through which Germany 
intended t 


move towards the coast and to divid 
the French from the British. In th 
recent stage of the drive, the Amerl 
can forces have been stationed in fron 
of Amiens with the French and Brit 
ish on their flanks. They have givei 
a good account of themselves thus far 
and in the recent lull they have done 
their part most admirably in strength 
ening 
the line 
against 
any future 


move by Germany. A number of hills 
and other positions 
of vital import- 


ance have been retaken and the Ger- 
mans, at least for the present, seem 
to have lost their staying powers, al- 
though they do keep on using 
artillery against the allied line. 


It was reported that a drive was to 


be inaugurated in Italy and that the 
drive on the west would be resumed 
at the same time, but there is quite 
as little prospect of an advance 
the Italian front as there is in Flan- 
ders and Picardy. 


The internal 
troubles 
in 
Austria 


have becpme quite serious. 
The lack 


of food, the conflict 
of strong con- 


tending factions, and • the ministerial 
crisis which led the emperor to dis- 
solve the parliament, have all com- 
bined to produce a 
situation highly 


unfavorable to active military opera- 
tions. 


It is reported that the Austrian em- 


peror is at the Italian front, evidently 
endeavoring to keep up the morale oi 
his troops, while some of the dissident 
regiments have been sent to the west- 
ern front to serve under Hindenberg 
lest they might 
precipitate 
trouble 


among the forces in Italy. 


Altogether, as a result of the se- 


vere fighting following the capture of 
Alt. Kemmel. the 
German campaign 


seems to have undergone a state of 
demoralisation from which it will not 
soon recover. 
After a time, 
unless 


Germany regains her former strength, 
the allies will strike a severe counter- 
blow that will completely remove all 
danger 
of" Germany 
reaching 
thi 


channel. The western drive will then 
go into history as another failure par- 
allel to that of the attempt to reduce 
Verdun and the march upon Paris. 


Germany, it is plain, is tired of the 


costly warfare in the west and would 
gladly abandon it if she could get a 
free hand in exploiting and subjugat- 
ing Russia- But in this undertaking 
she has probably bitten off more than 
she can chew. 


AN ALARMING SITUATION 


It is somewhat alarming to learn 


that the ambassadors of France and 
England have 
been 
ordered 
from 


Russia by the Bolshevik government, 
doubtless 
through 
the influence of 


German agents. 


The presence of Japanese troops at 


Vladivostok 
to 
protect Russian and 


allied property seems to be misunder- 
stood. It appears that the allied powers 
are rather weak in keeping in touch 
with whatever remains of the Russian 
government. Trotzky and Lenine thus 
far are the chief representatives of the 
people of Russia and it would be bet- 
ter to deal with them officially than to 
be completely 
put out of the game 


through the machinations of Germany. 


There is no doubt at all, 
judging 


from what we know of German meth- 
ods, that her agents 
in Russia will 


convince at least a portion of the P.us- 
sian people that Germany 
is 
their 


friend, and the allied powers, espe- 
cially Japan, their enemies. It should 
be very easy to offset propaganda, so 
absolutely misleading as this, but it 
will require active agencies to do so. 


It is of the utmost importance to 


this country at. the present time and 
also for the future, tri assist Russia 
in overcoming German aggression so 
for a.s that is possible. 


President Wilson !uis been extreme- 


ly cautious in sanctioning ;mv appli- 
cation of form on thr nasfrrn coast 
of Asiatic Russia. 
Hr- foresaw how 


easily the Germans mi£ht represent it 
as a movement for the acquisition of 
territory. For that, reason. Japan has 
made no move except what is neces- 
sary for 
the protection 
of property 


belonging to r;\;s.sia ami to thf allies 
Vladivostok 
is no'.v practically 
the 


only port by which the allies can reach 
Huesla. and if that were closed Russia 
would be completely a.l the. mercy or 
Germany. 
It is of supremo import- 


ance to the allied ratiso to prevent any 
such dangerous eventuality.

There, may be mere cause for delay 


in the German drive than appears on 
the surface. 
There is trouble in Ger- 


many on account of a shortage 
of 


food, but there is still greater trouble 
because the people are disappointed in 
finding that the war party has not 
made good its promises of early yic- 


. tory. 


There was 
some 
jubilation when 


Jit. Kemmel was captured, 
but this 


.gave way to depression when it was 
found that the loss of life exceeded 
500,000 and that Hindenberg was t 
able to take Ypres. 


It seems that the German plan of 


camoalgn in the west has failed al- 
most to 
the point of abandonment. 


The great aim was to separate 
the 


French and British armies, drive a 
•wedge between 
them 
or push them 


back to the coast, and then roll up the 
British army in crushing defeat. The 
city of Amiens was 
the 
gateway 


through which Germany intended to 
move towards the coast and to divide 
the French from the British. 
In the 


recent stage of the drive, 'the Ameri- 
can forces have been stationed in front 
of Amiens with the French and Brit- 
ish on their flanks. They have given 
>a good account of themselves thus far, 
and in the recent lull they have done 
their part most admirably in strength- 
ening 
the line against 
any future 


move by Germany. A number of hills 
and other positions of vital import- 
ance, have been retaken and the Ger- 
mans, at least, for the present, seem 
to have lost their staying powers, al- 
though they do keep on using their 
artillery against the allied line. 


It was reported that a drive was to 


be inaugurated in Italy and that the 
drive on the west would be resumed 
at the same time, but there is quite 
as little prospect of an advance on 
the Italian front as there is in Flan- 
ders and Picarcly. 


The internal 
troubles 
in Austria 


have become quite serious. 
The lack 


of food, the conflict 
of strong con- 


tending factions, and .the ministerial 
crisis which led the emperor to dis- 
solve the parliament, have all com- 
bined to produce a 
situation highly 


unfavorable to active military opera- 
tions. 


It is reported that the Austrian em- 


peror is at the Italian front, evidently 
endeavoring to keep up the morale of 


v his troops, while some of the dissident 
'regiments have been sent to the west- 
ern front to serve under Hindenberg 
lest they 
might 
precipitate 
trouble 


among the forces in Italy. 
• Altogether, as a result of the se- 
vere fighting following the capture of 
ML Kemmel, the German campaign 
seems to have undergone a state of 
demoralization from which it will not 
soon recover. 
After a time, 
unless 


Germany regains her former strength, 
the allies will strike a severe counter- 
blow that will completely remove all 
danger 
of Germany 
reaching 
the 


channel. The western drive will then 
go into history as another failure par- 
allel to that of the attempt to reduce 
Verdun and the march upon Paris. 


Germany, it is plain, is tired of the 


costly warfare in the west and would 
gladly abandon it if she could get a 
free hand in exploiting and subjugat- 
ing Russia. But in this undertaking 
she has probably bitten off more than 
she can chew. 


AN ALARMING SITUATION 


It is somewhat alarming to learn 


that the ambassadors of France and 
England 
have been ordered 
from 


Russia by the Bolshevik government. 
doubtless 
through 
the inlluence of 


German agents. 


The presence of Japanese troops at 


Vladivostok 
to 
protect Russian and 


allied property seems to be misunder- 
stood. It appears that the allied powers 
are rather weak in keeping in touch 
with whatever remains of the Russian 
government. Trotzky and Lenine thus 
far are the chief representatives of the 
'people of Russia and it. would be bet- 
ter to deal with t.heni officially than to 
be completely 
pui out of the game 


through the machinations of Germany. 


There is no 
doubt at all, 
judging 


from what we kr.ow of German meth- 
ods, that her agents in Russia will 
convince at least a portion of the Rus- 
bian people that Germany 
is 
their 


friend, and the allied powers, espe- 
cially Japan, their enemies. It should 
be very easy to offset propaganda so 
absolutely misleading as this, but it 
will require active agencies to do so. 


It is of the utmost importance To 


this country at. the prts.:-T>.t time ar.rl 
also for tho future, to MKSISI Russia 
in overcoming German aggression so 
far as that is possible. 


President Wilson has been extr^-me- 


ly cautious in sanctioning any appli- 
cation of force on the eastern coast 
of Asiatic Russia. 
Ho foresaw how 


easily the Germans might represent it 
as a movement for the acquisition of 
territory. 
For that reason. .Ia.pa.n has 


jnade no move except what is neces- 
sary for 
the protection 
of property 


"belonging to Hus.sia and to thf. allies

Russia, and if that were closed Russia

TO ADOPT 1 "SKIP-STOP" PLAN 


BOSTON, May 8.—James J. Storrow, 


federal fuel administrator, for New 
England, has requested the Boston 
Elevated and other 
street 
railway 


companies of Massachusetts, as a na- 
tion-wide war and fuel conservation 
measure, to eliminate all unnecessary 
stopping places on their lines by the 
adoption of the so-called "skip-stop" 
plan. 


This action • of the 
Massachusetts 


fuel administration in the interest of 
coal economy contemplates the reduc- 
tion of stopping places 
on 
all the 
state's street railways, where condi- 
tions reasonably permit, to not more 
than eight to the mile in urban dis- 
tricts, nor more than six to the mile 
in suburban districts, and in inter-ur- 
ban districts to not more than four 
to the mile. 


Mr. Storrow's suggestion is tho re- 
sult of a recommendation by the di- 
rector of conservation of the national 
fuel administration, which hopes to 
secure the Installation of the "skip- 
stop" system on the railway lines of 
all the cities of the United States; and 
the proposed new apportionment of 
stopping places has been indorsed by 
the special war committee of the Na- 
tional Association 
of 
Railway 
and 


Utility Commissioners, of which Jos. 
B. Eastman of the Massachusetts pub- 
lic service commission Is a member. 


In cities in which the "skip-stop" 
system has been tried, it has resulted 
not only in a substantial saving- of 
fuel, but in betterment of service as 
well, according to Chairman Frederick 
J. Macleod of the Massachusetts public 
service commission. 


"The commission !s of the opinion," 
declares .Chairman Macleod in a writ- 
ten indorsement of the principle em- 
bodied in Mr. Storrow's recommenda- 
tion, "that on many street railways in 
this commonwealth a reduction in the 
number of stopping places, if reason- 
' ably and carefully made, is desirable, 
especially under existing- conditions." 


Street railway experts estimate a 


possible annual saving of more than 
100,000 tons of coal in Massachusetts, 
under such a system, now in success- 
ful operation in many of the larger 
cities of the United States and on the 
street railway lines of Connecticut 


The fuel administrators of other New 


England states, all of whom have giv- 
en their official approval to the new 
conservation measure, will follow the 
recommendation of the national fuel 
administration, it is anticipated, and 
will Join with Mr. Storrow In making 
it operative all over New England. 


Mr. S<orrOTr*a Letter 
.Following is'the text of Mr. Stor- 
row's letter, addressed to the heads of 
the Massachusetts street railway com- 
panies; 


"Improved weather conditions have 


temporarily relieved 
the 
acute coal 


shortage of last winter. We must all 
realize, however, that the outlook for 
next winter's steam coal supply is ex- 
tremely serious and that there is like- 
ly to be an insufficient supply of coal 
throughoji the war. 
"To meet this situation all steam 


coal users should do their utmost to 
get the maximum efficiency from the 
coal that is available, and the street 
railways must do their snare. 
"Every time a car is stopped and 
started much power 
is used. 
We, 
therefore, request all street railways, 
insofar as local conditions may rea- 
sonably permit, to reduce the num- 
ber of street car stopping places in 
urban districts to not more than eight 
to the mile, in suburban districts to 
not more, than six to the mile, and 
in interurban districts to not 
more 
than four to the mile. 
"This so-called 
'skip-stop' 
system 
has already been put into effect on 
several large street railways with ex- 
cellent results. In many cases it has 
reduced the total amount of coal con- 
sumed by these companies more than 
20 per cent. 
At the same time the 
service to the public has been'actually 
improved as iL has resulted in ma- 
terially speeding up the cars, reduced 
delays, and in general increased the 
efficiency of the service. This has been 
especially so in rush hours and in 
crowded districts. 
"City and town officials will be urged 
through our local fuel committees to 
co-operate with the street railways In 
putting into effect this measure." 


Chairman Maclead's letter addressed 
to Mr. Storrow expresses the attitude 
of the Massachusetts public service 
commission with respect to the pro 
posal of the Massachusetts fuel 
ad 
ministration. It reads: ' 
"In response to your inquiry I tak 
pleasure in saying that this commis 
sion approves of the general principl 
of reducing the number of stoppin; 
places on street railway lines, provid 
ed such reduction is confined withii 
reasonable lines, provided such reduc 
tion is confined within reasonable lim 
Its. It has been amply demonstratec 
not only in other parts of the coun 
try but in this state, that the limita 
tion of stops .will result in a substan 
tial saving of power, and henre of fue 
and that it may actually improve 
rather than impair, service. This ha. 
oeen the case in Cleveland and othe 
cities where it has been tried. 
Fre 
quent stops mean slow service. 
B 
limiting the number, running time caj 
be reduced and people carried mor 
quickly to their destinations. By th 
use of the 'skip' or 'staggered' stop 
system any inconvenience from sue 
limitation can be-minimized. The com 
mission is of the opinion that on many 
street railways in this commonwealth 
a reduction in the number of stopping 
places, if reasonably 
and 
carefull- 
made, is desirable, especially under ex 
isting conditions." 


frcat Coal Saver 
The national fuel administration, up 


:o the present, has taken up the in 
troduction of the "skip-stop" system 
on street railways with the state fue 
administrators of all the states eas 
of the Dakotas, and also 
with 
the 
state fuel administration 
of Texas 


Among the cities in which the plan 
has already proved its worth as a 
coal saver are Washington. Cincinnati 
Toledo, Detroit and Columbus. 


A study of the "skip-stop" system as 


now in operation in Washington shows 
an annual saving of coal of between 
9000 and 10,000 tons, and a general re 
duction of running time on the various 
routes of from ten to 12 per cent., ac 
cording to Clarence Renshaw of the 
bureau of conservation of the national

American Red Cross for the alleviation 
of suffering among the American troops 
in France and their dependents at home 
and among the fighting forces and civil- 
ian populations of the allied countries 
The proclamation follows: 


"PROCLAMATION 


"Inasmuch as the war iund of 1817. so 


generously contributed by the American 
people to the Red Cross for the admin- 
istration of relief at home and abroad 
has been practically exhausted by ap- 
propriations for the welfare of the men 
in our military and naval forces and for 
those dependent upon them, and for the 
yet more urgent necessities of our al- 
lies, military and civilian, who jave 
long borne the brunt of war: 


"And, inasmuch as the American Red 
Cross has been recognized by law and 
international convention as the public 
instrumentality for war relief: 


"And, inasmuch as the year of our 


own 
participation in the war 
has 


brought unprecedented demands upon 
the patriotism and liberality of our peo- 
ple and make evident the necessity of 
concentrating the work of relief in one 
main organization which can respond 
effectively and universally to the needs 
of humanity under stress of war: 


"And, inasmuch as the duration of the 


war, and the closer and closer co-opera- 
tion of the American Hed Cross with 
our own army and navy, with the gov- 
ernments of our allies, and with foreign 
relief organizations, have resulted in 
the discovery of new opportunities of 
helpfulness under conditions 
which 
translate opportunity into duty: 


"And, Inasmuch as the American Red 


Cross war council and its commissioners 
in Europe have faithfully and economi- 
cally administered the people's trust, 


"Now, therefore, by virtue of my au- 


thority as president of the United States 
and president of the American fiea 
iross, I, Vvoodraw Wilson, do hereby 
proclaim the week beginning May 20, 
1918, as 'Red Cross Week,' during which 
the people of the United States will be 
called upon again to give generously to 
the continuation of the important work
